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DETAILED ACTION 


Applicant's Election in Paper # 8, filed 2/14/03 has been acknowledged. This 
restriction has been withdrawn. A new restriction requirement is detailed below: 


Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1 to 12 and 22 to 28, drawn to an assembly for packaging and 
cooling a microprocessor, classified in class 361 , subclass 386. 

II. Claims 13 to 21 , 29 and 30, drawn to a method for increasing the 
immunity of a microprocessor with a gasket from ESD events, classified in 
class 219, subclass 551 or 448. 12.

Inventions I and II are related as product and process of use. The inventions can 
be shown to be distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1 ) the process 
for using the product as claimed can be practiced with another materially different 
product or (2) the product as claimed can be used in a materially different process of 
using that product (MPEP § 806.05(h)). In the instant case, surrounding the 
microprocessor with a gasket formed of lossy, static dissipative material having a 
volumn resistivity of greater than 10 A 2 ohm cm, it can be performed with a volume 
resistivity less than 10 A 2 ohm cm.
